REMARKS 


These remarks are responsive to the final Office action dated February 23, 2010. 
In the Office action, the Examiner (1) objected to the Supplemental Reissue 
Oath/Declaration of James Paschal McCloskey as being non-compliant with 37 C.F.R. 
1 .175 for failing to identify at least one error which is relied upon to support the reissue 
application, and (2) rejected claims 1, 3, 4, and 6-22 as being based upon a defective 
reissue declaration under 35 U.S.C. § 251 . 

In response, Applicant submits herewith a new Supplemental Reissue 
Oath/Declaration of James Paschal McCloskey, under 37 CFR 1.175, containing a 
proper statement of error in accordance with the requirements set forth in the Office 
action. This was previously informally submitted and the Examiner indicated it should 
be acceptable. 

In view of the new Supplemental Reissue Oath/Declaration and the above 

remarks, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the objection and claim rejections 

set forth in the Office action, and allowance of the pending claims. If the Examiner has 

any questions, or if a telephone interview would in any way advance prosecution of the 

application, please contact the undersigned attorney of record. 
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
